THE DELEGATES COME ROLLING m. 
Swift, Reed and Hartson Arrive, and Many 
Ail Candidates Ahead 

—Preliminary Noles- 


Aslegations are pouring is rapidly, 


publican Convention of 1886 will be on 
deck and ready for to-morrow’s opening. 
There is a vast amount of buttonboling 
in progress, and the candidates and their 
workers are fairly up to their 
ears in mixings and connubiations.

the convention will be a flesh-and-blood 
one, with very little proxy paper in it. 
Four candidates for Governor are already 
on the ground, and the fifth will be in 
to-day with a big backing Minor can- 
didates there are as the sands of the sea 
for multitude. The most t concen- 
tration of the fightis on Guvernor, though 
it is believed that there is more quiet 
*flooence being applied as to the Saprem : 
tench. For governor, the present indica- 
tions put Swift, Dimond, Beed and Hart- 
son, at the head. Swift is growing 
stronger daily, as Dimond is apparently 
losing ground. Biake, of San Francisco, 
is somewhat mentioned asadark horse 
in case of a deadlock, bus all the 
leading candidates are this 
pruposition. They believe it to be unfair 
that after they have growu hot and dusty 
in the preliminary struggle some new 
man should step in and capture the per- 
-immons which their poles have knocked. 
Each would, it is believed, prefer to see 
vue of his present opponents receive the 
somination than to have it passed over to 
some cavallo oscuro. The local aatici- 
ation of a stormy convention is not 
supported by the leading arrivals. Among 
the visitors it is generally believed that 
there will be no Donnybrook in the con- 
vention, but that the gathering will be 
reasonably harmonious and expeditious. 
Senator Vrooman and others believe the 
delegates will get away on Friday— 


or Saturday at the latest. 
Che leaders announce their deter- 
mination that the factional fights 


shall not be carried into the convention 
to leave ugly wounds which will cripple 
the party at the polls. Every candidate, 
to let his friends tell it, is ahead. This is 
due more to natural buoyancy than to 
solid votes.

H. D. Barrows called tke preliminary 
meeting to order a5 1:30 p. m. The Com- 
mittee on Constitution and By-Laws re- 
ported on by-laws agreed upon at a 
special meeting. Tho official name 
adopted by the association was reported 
as Grape Growers’ and Wine Makers’ As- 
sociation of Southern Oaliforaia. 

L. J. Rose took the floor, and spoke at 


considerable length about the issues 
which are at present e the viti- 
caltariste aud wine makers of thie section. 
He said that it is a general belief that 
brazdy, which had paid uo taxes, has 
heretofore been used to fortify sweet 
wines. It was of vital importance to 
them that they should be able to do so. 
France to-day has the privilege of taking 
our spirits out of bond here, without pay- 
ing a tax, removing them to her prov- 
inces, fortifying her wines and sending 
them back to America. The reporters 
had misconstrued bim when they made 
him state that Internal Revenue Ovileo- 


untaxed brandy for the fortjfying of 
wine Mr. Webb, „ epecial revenue 
agent, had said thatif brandy was used 
for that parpose it was done in opposition 
to the law, and that he would do all that 
was in his power to bring the offenders to 
justice, and uvearth the frauds. If [nternal 
Revenue Commussioner Miller came here 
in two weeks, as the speaker had been in- 
formed, he would do all ia his power to 


of Southern California. There had never 
been an admission made by the speaker 
that brandy which paid no taxes was used 
for fortifying sweet wines; but he used the 
expression, that such is the belief 
He denied that the statement had 
ever been made that permission 
had at any time been given by 
any Iaterual Revenue Commissioners, 
or by any depaty, that such fortification 
was permitted without payment of tax. 
Neither had the statement been advanced 
that Ellis was afraid of Webb or Webb of 
Ellis. If the fortifying of sweet 
wine by brandy is net to be al- 
lowed, our products must run to. 
waste. Mr ler, of San Francisco, 
says he won't make any sweet wine this 
year. Othors say they won’t. What are 
you goiog to do with your grapes then? 
If any one, willing to buy, steps forward, 
what will you do then? Tou will all 
run at once and eay: Buy of me!” and 
the result will be that the grapes will 
go a-begging. Mr. Kohler may be induced 
to change his miud, but if every one runs 
after him, the price obtainable will be a 
low one. It is better that you should 
protect yourselves, and the difference in 
price that you will obtain will run up to 
$100,000 at least. You can get $15 a ton 
as easily as you can $7 or $8, if you are 
banded together and each protects the 
other. Share the products and the sales, 
make a pool and divide the profits pro- 
portionally. If the Grape-Growers and 
Wine-Makers’ Association had been or- 


for your grapes now. In Napa county 
they get as high as $25 a ton. 

W. H. Workman advocated the working 
of the distillery by Mr. Rose, as they 
could not afford selling grapes at $10 a 
ton, and it was likely they wouldn’t get 
even that. It was an important point 
that the distillery shoul 
there was no other way out of it. 

L. J. Rose declined. When a man can 
be assessed without any cause whatever; 
when his distillery can be seized and his 
place confiscated,.it is not a paying busi. 
ness to gointo. He preferred that others 
should take the distillery. any of the 
growers desired to take the matter in 
hand, there was but little time left to do 
so. He would do all in hie power to 
further the ends of the association. An 
agreement should be entered into that 
grapes should not be sold at a lower price 
than the one they would decide on, by 
members of the association. 

General Pile brought the meeting back 
to the subject of organization, saying that 
when that was attended to, methods of 
— 2 should be more properly in 
order. 

The chairman stated that the associa- 
tion would not interfere with local organ- 
izations throughout this section. 

Oa motion, the report of the Committee 


sociation proceeded to discuss the articles. 
The dues are to be $1 quarterly, payable 
in advance. Officers shall serve gratui- 
tuously, with theexceptien of the Secre-" 
tary, whose salary is to be fixed by the 
directors. Estimates, prospects, statistics 
and a directory of membership are to be 
ublished yearly by the assdciation. The 
imit of debts incurrable by the Board 
shall not exceed $100, necessitating two- 
thirds of the votes of the essociation at any 
meeting having a quorum; but @ebts to 
exceed that sum must be voted on by all 
the members, two-thirds forming a ma 
jority. The by-laws were then adopted 
as a whole, and the roll signed by all 
members present. 

W. H. Workman introduced the follow- 
ing resolution, in compliment to L. J. 


use: 

Resolved, That L. J. Rose is the choice 
of this viticultural meeting as the Demo- 
cratic candidate for nomination of Gover- 
nor at the State Convention, and we most 
urgently recommend to the délegates 
from this county to give him their unani- 
mous support. 

Moat of the Republicans present said 
that if they must have a Democratic Gov- 
erbor, they would rather have L. J. Rose 
than any one else. The Democrats felt 
tickled accordingly. 

Mr. Getchell rendered 4 trib- 
ute to L. J. Rose, but objected to making 
the meeting a potitical machine. It would 
kill the association. should pull 
regardless of political oon vie- 
tions. 

The resolution caused a discussion, 
during which Mr. Rese-ssid that he took 
the resolution as a compliment to him- 
self, and that the recommendation would 
be of material interest, to show the 
E in Waskington what his standing 
n this community u, when he goes to 
that city in connection with the sweet 
wine and adulterated wine bills.
